The Minutes of the previous meet¬ 
ing were read and confirmed, 

Councillor Geo. Bellamy took the 
Oath of Office. 

The business on the agenda' con¬ 
sisted chiefly of Seed prain Advances 
passing of Accounts, ppayment of 
compensation for various Road Diver¬ 
sions, Insurance on buildings at 
Marsden, Contract for destruction of 
Gophers on C. P. R. lands, purchase 
of machinery for road-making pur¬ 
poses, consideration or the Govern¬ 
ment scheme of Main Roads and 
grants for same, in the Municipality, 
appointment of Poundkeepers and 
Auditor for the present year, requests 
for surveys of diversions etc. 

With reference to the Government 
scheme of Main Roads in. the R. M. 
it was decided that the delegates ta 
the Municipal Convention at Saska¬ 
toon should take up the matter of 
Main Easitj and West Roiads direct 
with the Department’s representa¬ 
tives at the Convention 1 , requesting 
the latte r to sanction 'the Main Road 
Eastwards from Neilburg in prefer¬ 
ence to the location outlined by the 
Department viz:- from the S.E. 
23-44-25-3 to the S.E. 25-44-27-3. 
It v/as also decided, to write the De¬ 
partment of Highways reminding 
them of the Council’s request for the 
renewal of Road Contracts in Divi- 
ons - ! - and 3, which KacPlapsed last 
year on account of adverse weather 
conditions. 

The question of roadwork during 
e forthcoming summer was also 
discussed and in this connection it 
was resolved that the Secretary write 
Reeve Ivevns, of the R. M. of Wal¬ 
lace, Manitoba, asking for particulars 
of the method employed by that Mu¬ 
nicipality of making concrete cul¬ 
verts, the cost per foot, and the kind 
of moulds used, the excellent results 
obtained by the Wallace R. M. in 
road-making, etc, having been 
brought to the attention of ’the Coun¬ 
cil by Councillor Stewart, 
sideration was finally disposed of at 
7 p.m., and after fixing the date of 
the next Council Meeting for Monday 
April 5th, the meeting adjourned. 


A eeting was held in connection with j 
the propsed telephone line to Butze! 
on March 8th. Mr L. Fahner was 
elected to act as chairman and Mr J. 
A. Dumont as secretary for the meet- 
g. Mr C. W. Ryall then gave a 
clea r and thorough idea of how to or- 
anize, construct and mointain a ru¬ 
ral telephone line. He figured the 
total cst per mile v/ould be about $75 
per mile as compared with $300 per 
mile for a standard line 

The feeing of the meeting being in 
favor of the construction of a line, it 
was decided to take the necessary 
steps at once, the secretary being in- 
ructed to enter upon the prelim- 
nary correspondence. 

On the motion of H. Besterd a very 
hearty vote of thanks was accorded to 
Mr Ryall. 

Another meeting was held March ’6 
at which the secretary was instructed 
to write fo r prices of poles, to draw a 
map of the proposed line with the 
names of the subscribers and their 
locations as required by the Dept. 

Other necessary business was trans¬ 
acted The next meeting will be at 
residence of Mr. H. Besterd, 2 p.m., 
March 29th

To the Members of the U.F.A. and 
U.F.W.A. Battle River Constituency.

We 
could look foreward to this with cer¬ 
tainty. During the long stalemate on 
the Western front. British military 
organization was perfected until, in 
monotonous smoothness of a machine 
(Even during periods of prolonged and 
heavy firing there is but little confus¬ 
ion. Only twice during six months of 
campaigning, did we fail ta rgceive our 
dally post of letters and parcels from 
England and then we were told the de¬ 
lay was due to mine-sweeping in the 
channel.)With every detail of military 
routine carefully thought out and 
arery possible emergency provided for 
we lived as methodically in the fir¬ 
ing line as we did during our months 
of training in England. 

The movements of troops in and 
out of the trenches were excellently 
arranged and timed. The outgoing 
battalion vras prepared to move back 
as soon as tha ‘‘relief" had taken 
been filled,—an act of courtesy be¬ 
tween battalions.—the dugout3 thor¬ 
oughly cleaned,, ,and the refuse bur¬ 
ied. The process of “taking over" 
was a brief one. The sentries of the 
incoming battalion were posted, and 
listening patrols sent out to relieve 
those of the outgoing battalion, which 
then moved down the communication 
renches, the men happy in the pros¬ 
pect of a night of undisturbed sleep.

he nerve-trying duties in the firingline 
Fortunately for Tommy the longer he 
in the army the greater becomes his 
indifference to danger. His philo¬ 
sophy is fatalistic. 

‘What is to be will be” is his only com¬ 
ment when one of his comrades is kil¬ 
led. A bullet or a shell works with 
such lightning speed that danger is 
past before one realizes it is at hand 
Therfore men work doggedly and care¬ 
lessly, and in the background cf con- 
ciousness is always that comforting 
belief, common to all soldiers, that 
‘ ‘others may be killed, but somehow 
I shall escape.” 

The most important part of trench 
duty, a s well as the most wearisome 
fo r the men , is their “sentry go” 
Eight hours out of twenty-four—four 
shifts of two hours—each man stands 
at his post on the firing bench, rifle in 
hand, keeping a sharp look out over 
the “front yard.” At night he ob¬ 
serves as well as he can overthe top 
of the parapet; in the daytime by mean 
fo a periscope. Most of our large 
periscopes were shattered by keen- 
sighted German snipers. We used a 
very good substitute, one of the simp¬ 
lest kind, a piece of broken pocket 
sentry duty we had/ nothing to do oth- 


Throughout the summer there was 
a great deal more digging than fight¬ 
ing to be done, for it was not until the 
arrival on active service of Kitchen¬ 
ers armies that the construction of 
the double line of reserve or support 
trenches was undertaken. From June 
until September this wirk was push¬ 
ed rapidly through. There was also 
trenches t 0 he mmade in advance of 
the original firing line, for the purpose 
of connecting up advanced points and 
removing dangerous salients. At such 
times there was no loafing until we 
had reached sufficient depth to pro¬ 
tect us both from sight and from fire 
We picked and shovelled with might 
and main working in absolute silence 
throwing ourselve s flat on the ground 
whenever a 'trench rocket was sent up 
from the German, lines. Casualities 
were frequent but this was inevitable 
working, as we did, in the open, e x ' 
posed to every chance shot of an en¬ 
emy sentry. The stretcher bearers 
lay in the tall grass close at hand 
waiting the whispered word. “ Stretch¬ 
er bearers this way!” and they were 
kept busy most of the time we were at

Then we’ll be irhiter than the white¬ 
wash on the wall!” 

Wh e n out of the firing line we wash 
ed and mended our clothing and scrap¬ 
ed a week’s accumulation of mud 
from our uniforms. Befort breakfast 
we were inflicted wih the old pun¬ 
ishment, Swedish Drill. ”Gott strafe 
Sweden!” Tommy would say os he 
puffed and perspired under a hot Aug¬ 
ust sun, but he was really glad that 
he had no choice but to submit. In 
the trenches there wag little oppor¬ 
tunity for vigorous exercise, and our 
arms and legs became stiff with the 
ing inactivity. Throughout the morn¬ 
ings we were busy with a multitude 
of duties. Arms and equipment were 
cleaned and inspected, machine guns 
thoroughly over-hauled, gas helmet t 
sprayed- and there was frequent in¬ 
struction in bomb-throwing and bay¬ 
onet-fighting in preparation for the 
day to which every soldier look for¬ 
ward with some misgiving, but with 
increasing confidence—the day when 
the enemy shall be drivgn out of 
France. 

Classes in grenade-fighting were 
under the supervision of officers of 'the 
Royal Engineers. In the early days 
of he war here was but one grenade 
in use, ,and that a crude affair made 
by the soldiers themselves. An empty 
jam tin was filled with explosive and 
scrap iron, and tightly bound with 
wuv. A fuse was attached and the 
bomb was read for use. But Eng¬ 
land anticipated the importance which 
grenade-fighting was t 0 play in trench 
warfare. Her experts in explosives 
were set to work, and by the time we 
were ready for active service, ten or 
a dozen varieties of bombs were in 
use, all of them made in the muni¬ 
tion factories in England, The “hair¬ 
brush,” and the “lemon bomb.” the 
“cricket ball,’ and the “policemans 
truncheon" were the most important 
of these, all of them so-called because 
of their resemblanceto the articles for 
which they named. The first three 
were exploded by a time-fuse set for 
from three to five seconds. The fourth 
was a percussion bomb, which had 
long cloth streamers fastened to the 
handle to insure greater accuracy in 
throwing. The men became remark¬ 
ably accurate at a distance of thirty 
to forty yards. Old cricketers were 
especially good, for the bomb must be 
tiifrown overhand, with a full-arm 
movement. 

Instruction in bayonet-fighting was 
made as realistic a s possible. Upon 
a given signal, we rushed forward, 
jumping in and out of successive lines 
of trenches, where dummy figures—■ 
clad in uniforms of German foot sol¬ 
diers,. to give zest to the game—‘took 
our blades both front and rear with 
conciliatory indifference. 

In the afternoon Tommy’s time was 
his own. He could sleep, or wander 
along the country 'roads,—within a 


prescribed area,—or,, which was more 
often the case, indulge in those games 
of chance which were as the breath 
of life t 0 him. Pay-day was the event 
of the week in billets because it gave 
him the wherewithal to satisfy the ( 
promptings of his spo-r'ting blood. 
Our fortnightly allowance of from five 
to ten francs was not a princely 
sum; but in pennies and half-pennies 
it wa s quite enough to provide many 
hours of absorbing amusement. Tom¬ 
my gambled because he could not 
help it. When he had no money hg 
wagered his allowance of cigarettes, 
or his share of the daily jam ration. 

I beligve 'that the appeal which war 
made to him was largely one to his 
sporting instincts. Life and Death 
were playing stakes for his soul with 
the betting odds about even. 

The most interesting fgature of our i 
life in billets was the contact which ‘ 
it gave us with the civilian popula¬ 
tion who remained in the war zone, 
either because they had no place eisg 
to g-o, or because of that indomitable, 
unconquerable spirit which is char- 
cateristic of the French. There are 
few British soldigr s along the west¬ 
ern front who do not have memories 
of the heroic mothers who clung to 
their ruined homes as long as there 
was a wall standing. It was one if 
those who summed up for me, in five 
words all the heartbreaking tragedy 
of war. 

She kept a little shop, in Armen- 
tieres, on one of the streets leading 
to the firing line. We often stopped 
therg, when going up to the trenches, 
■to buy loaves of delicious French 
bread. She had candles for sale as 
well, and chocolate, and packets cf 
statinery. Her stock was exhausted 
daily, and in some . way replenished 
daily. I think she madj, long jour¬ 
neys to the other side of the town, 
bringing back fresh supplies in a push¬ 
cart which stood outside her door. Her 
cottage was less than a mile from our 
first-line trenches, was partly In ruins 
I couldn’t understand her bging there 
in such danger. Evidently it was with 
•the consent of the military authori¬ 
ties. There were other women living 
on the same, street • but somehow,

sh.g was different from the others. 
There was a spiritual fineness about 
her which impressed one at once. Her 
eyes were dry as thuugn the tears, 
had been drained from thgm, to tho 
last drop, long ago. 

One day, calling for a packet of can¬ 
dies, I found her standing at the bar¬ 
ricaded window which looks towards 
the trenches, and the desolate towns 
,and villages back of the German lines. 
My curiosity got tho, better of my 
courtesy, and I asked her, in my poor 
French, why she was living there. 
She was silent for a moment, and 
then she pointed toward that part of 
France which was on the other side 
of the world to us. 


“Monsieur! Mgs enfants- La-bas!” 

Her little family were over there. 
,or had been at the outbreak of the 
war. That is all that she told me of 
her story, and I would have been a 
beast to have asked more. In some 
way she had become separated from 
them, and for nearly a year she- had 
been watching there, not knowing 
whether her little family was living 
or dead. 

To many of the soldiers she was 
just a plain, thrifty little Frenchwom¬ 
an who knew not the meaning of fgar, 
willing to risk her life daily, that she 
might put by something for the long 
hard years which would follow the 
war. To me she is the Spirit of 
France, splendid, supberb France. But 
more than this she is the Spirit of 
Mothgr-love which wars can never al¬ 
ter.

After an expenditure of $80,000 
spread over a couple of years of the 
hardest work in experiments and tests 
the Calgary Petroleum Products com¬ 
pany. which has just got it s gasoline 
extraction plant in nice running shape 
has been formmed by the Dominion 
government that within a month they 
must make arrangements to conserve 
the residual gas from which the gas¬ 
oline has been extracted. 

If this order is put into effect it 
means that the plant will have to be 
shut down for an indefinite period, or 


from the United States. Then, just 
as soon as it gets going nicely the 
government steps in and kills the 
whole scheme. 

There are abondoned wells in 'the 
northern portion of the province 
where gas had been going to waste for 
years and no action was taken to have 
plugged until very recently some work 
was done. But as soon as somebody 
wai developing the gas, the lid is put 
on.

This company has in operation the 
first plant of its kind in Canada and 
during the past few months has been 
producing gasoline in cansiderable 
quantities and preparations were be¬ 
ing made to give the gas supply a 
thorough test as to the likelihood of 
a constant supply being available, in 
which case the plant would be enlarg¬ 
ed. 

It hag been developing a very im¬ 
portant natural resurce of the coun¬ 
try and helping to supply the gaso- 


are very largely deprived of because 
of the high grade of the oil which is 
produced. Three different times del¬ 
egates have been sent to Ottawa and 
the question taken up with members 
of the cabinet. In every case they 
v/ere given to understand that some 
measure of relief would be granted 
them. 


Up to the present there has not 
been one step taken to remedy the 
very apparent disabilities under which 
the development of this important re¬ 
source is being carried on.

Questions of Rural 
Interests Discussed 
At Irma Meeting 

He drew attention to the Financial, 
Social and Educational standard of 
the Farmer at the present time; re¬ 
gretting it was not as high as it 
should be, which condition was caus¬ 
ed by the economic conditions in Ru¬ 
ral districts. 

The fact that not 2 per cent of the 
country children ever go through the 
University or have the same chance 
as given to city children was one of 
the reason s why it was difficult to 
keep the boy or girl on the farms. 

We found that on account of the ir¬ 
regular and slow returns to the farm¬ 
ing industry, that up to the last cen¬ 
sus no less than 111620 people had left 
the farms and drifted to the city, 
and this in a country where large 
tracks of new land were being thrown 
open. 

He claimed that if conditions were 
right there was no reason why the 
calling should not be thought just as 
much of as that of law, medicine or 
ministry. 

Touching on the causes of the pre¬ 
sent situation; he considered the in¬ 
direct, instead of direct taxation was 
much to blame. He pointed out that 
the tariff as asking this country 
479,000,000 annually, of which sum 
the Federal Government collected 
92.000,000 as revenue; while 400,000.000 
was collected by the few at the cost 
of the many on account of the pro¬ 
tection they received from the tariff. 

Another reason he gave was the 
fixing of prices n farm products, and 
mentioned that out of eleven men of 
the wheat board only three represent¬ 
ed the farmers. 

He considered 'that there was large 
work ahead for something to be done 
s'tablizing the prices of farm pro¬ 
ducts, and bring the margin a good 
deal narrower between the producer

He quoted from Government re- 1 
turn s in regard to the high cost of liv- 
ingand mentioned that while the farm ( 
products had gone up 80 per cent, 1 
since the war started, that manufact- * 
ured articles had risen 170 per cent. 

On commenting about the relation- 1 
ship of the rural town with the coun¬ 
try, he considsred their interest was 
identical: that the prosperity of the 
.own was regulated by that of the 
country and that each was a neces¬ 
sary neighbour of the other. He 
strongly advocated the cash against 
the credit system and a closer co-op- 
of thg U.F.A. and their town cousins. 

He gave some striking figures in re¬ 
gard to the Canadian trade from the 
manufacturer’s figures and pointed out 
chat if ever the agricultural people 
were to get their fair share of legis¬ 
lation, they must get representation. 

For this reason the organized farm¬ 
ers of Canada had decided to taka po¬ 
litical action. They were not out 
for class legislation, but by their plat¬ 
form and the principles they stood for 
were advocating reforms which rvould 
benefit all the rank and file of the 
people.

Formula for Preperation of Poison 

(1) Mix thoroughly 1 ounce Strychl 
nine alkaloid (powdered) and 1 ounce 
baking soda. 

(2) Sift this into 3-4 pint of thin 
hot starch paste and stir to a creamy 
mass. The starch paste is made by 
dissolving one heaping tablespoonful 
of dry gloss starch in a little cold wa¬ 
ter, which is then added to 3-4 pint of 
boiling water, Boil and stir constantly 
until a clear thin paste is formed. 

(3) Add 1-4 pint of heavy corn 
syrup and a tablesppoonful of glycer¬ 
ine and stir thoroughly. 

(4) Add 1-8 ounce saccharine and 
stir thoroughly. 

(6) Pour this poison solution over 
20 quarts of clean oats and mix thor¬ 
oughly so that each grain of oats is 
coated. Prepare it 24 to 48 hours be¬ 
fore using. 

For mixing small quantities an or¬ 
dinary galvanized wash tub is con¬ 
venient. For larger quantities a tight 
smooth box mmay be used, and mix-
